| Or Not Elba Will Start Chamber

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"Will have a chance 
near future at the 
city-sponsored meeting which will be held 
for the sole purpose of discussing the for- 
|mation of a Chamber of Commerce here. 

Mayor L, P. Mullins started the ball 
| rolling at the council meeting last week 
when he suggested the city give a dinner 
and invite all the merchants and profession- 
al men in town, After being fed they will de- 
cide whether or not they want a Chamber 
of Commerce, 

Need for such an organization is 
obvious. Besides not actively seeking 
industry, Elba actually discourages new 
plants from opening here by not having 
anyone who can speak for the town 
when the opportunity does arise. The 
latest and best example of this is the 
official from Greenville who came to 
Elba three times seeking to make a con- 
tact to discuss the building of a glove 
factory here. He never got a satisfac- 
tory connection and ended up in Brun- 
didge where he was treated royally. 

A “receptive” atmosphere for industry 
is not created by one or two individuals in 
a town. It has to come from everyone. 
Hach individual, whether he be merchant, 
doctor, lawyer, banker, property owner or 
working man must be a walking Chamber 
of Commerce for his city. It is not up to the 
mayor or banker alone to encourage or dis- 
courage a new plant in Elba. They are key 
figures but can’t possibly speak for the en- 
tire community as can the president of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 


Since the idea of a Chamber has reach- 
ed the “will have” or ‘will not have” stage, 
it is a good idea to look at the financial as- 
pects of the organization. Like anything 
else it takes money, and quite a bit of it, to 
successfully operate this body.. 

Some Chambers manage successfully 
without a full time secretary and maybe 


to assert itself in the 


Kiba could, too, But a C of C without a full- 
lime secretary depends solely on having « 
s0-getter in as president, If the president 
gets where he can't devote a lot of time and. 
energy to the organization, in all likelihood 
it will fail, 
lt is much better to have a full- 
time secretary who has had experience 
in Chamber of Commerce work. A qual- 
ified individual for this job could de- 
mand in the neighborhood of $400 per 
month. 

To get this amount of money, it weuld’ 
be necessary for 45 business houses, pro- 
fessional men and property owners to assess 
themselves at the rate of $2.50 per week. 
This would raise $460 every four weeks and 
give a minimum operating fund. 

Some merchants might rebel at the 
idea of paying $2.50 in dues each week. 
What they should do is figure the expendi- 
ture this way. There are few of them whc’ 
do not smoke at least a pack of cigarettes 
every 24 hours and slip into the drug store 
for at least one cup of coffee or soft drink 
during the day. In this way they spend a. 
minimum of 35¢ a day or $2.45 a week. 

Surely every man who has any in- 
terest at all in the future of Elba can 
afford 35c a day as an investment in 
the town’s future. And who knows, the 
city could hit the jackpot when it goes 
out seeking a new plant. 

It might take a long time for anything: 
to materialize out of a Chamber of Com- 
merce, but at least the possibility is there. 
The way it is now, it would be only the* 
greatest stroke of good fortune should any~ 
industry locate in Elba. The least merchants: 
and townspeople can do is improve the pos-- 
sibilities. When the city calls the meeting: 
to discuss formation of a Chamber of Com-- 
merce and the matter comes up to a vote. 
everyone should shout a loud “Yea.” It’s: 


a step in the right direction.
